There was a spirited contest for dele- 
gates in almost every ward and precinct 
in the city and county yesterday after- 
noon, and the result was creditable, in- 
asmuch as a very intelligent, honorable 
body of men were chosen to voice the 
sentiments of the democracy of this 
JeflFersonian Gibralter, held at the Prin- 
cess rink to-day. 


The delegates swarmed Main street 
last night and were given undivided at- 
tention by the official aspirants and their 
friends. This morning the scenes were 
resumed, and as the weather was bright 
and clear, it put spirit into the race, for 
official preferment. 
The tricks of pol- 
itics were worked and "trades," "swaps" 
and "promises" were made with a ven- 
geance. 
Everything is considered legiti- 
mate in politics and about everything 
went. 
The best of feeling seemed to 
prevail and the spirit was that whomso- 
ever the convention honpred would be 
successful at the polls in November. 


It was past 10 o'clock when the dele- 
gat es and lobby began to assemble, and 
pleasant smiles played on the faces of 
the delegates, who very evidently had 
been entertained as though "kings for a 
day." The Princess rink was gaily dec- 
orated and as cool as a summer resort. 
There were 1,500 chairs on the floor fac- 
ing a temporary platform in the south 
end of the rink. 
The speakers desk was 
a dry goods box and to the right of it 
were tables for the secretary and mem- 
bers of the press. 
The delegates sat im- 
mediately in front of the speaker's desk, 
occupying five rows of chairs extending 
across the hall. 
The preliminary work 
was a hearty handshaking, and as the 
delegates approached, Mr. Frank Falker 
seated them pleasantly. 
The county 
representatives looked with awe on the 
mottoes "All 
Skate" 
and 
"Ladies 
Choice." 
They had not tried the treach- 
erous roller skate and the legends will 
be wrapt in mystery until this explana- 
tion is read. 


Mr. Louis Fox read the call of pre- 
cincts and found every one fully repre • 
sented. 
It was almost XI o'clock before 
quiet reigned and the convention an- 
nounced itself ready for business, at the 
call of Mr. Wilkinson, chairman of the 
county central committee. 
Mr. Wilkin- 
son announced the purpose of the as- 
sembly and suggested the selection of a 
permanent chairman. 


There were 153 delegates in the con- 
vention, making 77 votes necessary to a 
choice. 
Mr. Wilkinson repeatedly called 
for order and Captain Diehl and a posse 
of police assisted in soothing the enthu- 
siastic people who insisted on hugging 
delegates. 


Bill Smith, of Wayne township, nom- 
inated Hon. R. 0. Bell for permanent 
chairman and 
he was 
unanimously 
elected. 
He thanked the convention and 
«aid he would endeavor to merit the con- 
fidence, but would insist on parliamen- 
tary procedure, which he hoped the del- 
egates would assist him in maintaining. 


Mr. Louis Fox was chosen secretary, 
after W. W, Rockhill and 'A. J. Moyni- 
han declined, because of other duties 
occupying their attention.

SUAKËN UP AGAIN. 


Charleston the Scene of Another 
Earthquake. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 . — T h e following 
dispatch from Augusta, Ga., was re- 
ceived here this morning: 


The shock last night has upset every- 
thing again and we all feel more or less 
nervous, and had but little sleep or rest 
since the 31st. 


CHABLBSTON, Sept. 4.—Last night's 
shook has greatly impaired confidence. 
The slightest noise will empty any house 
of its inhabitants. 
It is still very diffi- 
cult to deliver telegrams, as few people 
can be found at their usual places. At 5 
this morning the Western Union suc- 
ceeded in clearing up business with all 
cities for the first time since the earth- 
quake. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4 . — A special to the 
Times from Charleston says: 
"Whil^ 
your correspondent writes, six ladies are 
reported dying in tents from fright. The 
effort made earlier in the day to clear 
away the debris has been abandoned and 
the people are settling back into the 
melancholy of yesterday. 
Two alder- 
men of each ward, with their citizens 
thereof, have been appointed to condemn 
unsafe buildings. 
Dr. Barley, chairman 
of the committee, has entered upon his 
daties. He knows not what to do, where 
to begin or where to stop. 
It is feeely 
declared that if a fire had swept the city 
it would have been preferable, for in 
that case the insurance would have help- 
ed to repair the waste places. 


OHABIIESTON,

4 . — T h e 
earthquake shock 
last 
night caused 
grtjat alarm on account of the shattered 
condition of the nerves of the people. 
Many who had ventured back under 
their roofs returned to the streets, which 
presented in a few minutes as tragical an 
appearance as on Tuesday night. 
But 
Uttle actual harm was done by the 
shock. 
Two untenanted houses are re- 
ported fallen, together with part of the 
coping of the Charleston hotel. 
The 
vibration during the shock was not 
especially great, but the moaning and 
howling sound was sufficiently alarming. 
Gradually the people had come to the 
conclusion that the shocks were at an 
end and the disappointment was agoniz- 
ing. 
The sensation to-day is the falling 
of showers of pebbles in the lower part 
of the city. 
The first fall was at 7:30 a. 
m. and the second about 11 o'clock. 
They appear to fall in a slanting direc- 
tion from south to north. 
There are 
morsels of flint among them and are ap- 
parently abraided and worn by active 
water. 
Some have sharp fractures and 
have evidently been recently broken. 
The fact of the fall is vouched for by 
several trustworthy persons. 
The bulk 
of the pebbles fell in and around the 
News and Courier office. 


CHARIIBSTON, S . 0 . , Sept. 4.—The bar 
on the harbor of Charleston has not been 
affected. 


The Western Union operator at Char- 
leston says they are in need of aid. Cap- 
tain Yoegel reports great distuabances 
in the harbor where he is taking sound- 
ings in the sea. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—The New York 
cotton exchange to-day sent $5,500 to the 
Charleston sufferers. Contributions still 
continue to come in. 


EARTHQUAKE CAUSES. 


Views of Prof. J. W. McGee— 
There was a Tidal Wave 
but it Went Seaward. 


CHARLBSTON, Sept. 4.—Prof. W. J. 
McGee, of the United States geological 
survey, arrived this morning from Wash- 
ington.' " I came," said he to a reporter, 
"to ascertain the origin of the earth- 
quake. 
The effect of it is of little 
moment to science, but its origin is of 
great interest to the entire scientific 
world. People want to know the condi- 
tion of the earth under which earth- 
quakes occur. 
It seeme to be a settling 
of the earth." 


"What do you think, professor, of the 
statement that there was an atmospheric 
disturbance at the time of the first 
shock?" was asked. 


" I take no stock in such a report," 
was the quick reply; '*it was immagina- 
tion. 
Of eourae, ¿ e r e would, naturally, 
be a great deal of amoke and dnst in 
inoh a commotioin aa that eraatcld 
the 


"How doyou account for the absence 
of a tidal wave?" 


"By the fact that the movement was 
from west to east, thus carrying the 
wave out to sea. 
Had the movement 
been in the opposite direction there 
would, doubtless, have been a very 
heavy tidal wave to the land. 
As it was 
there was nothing to shore but the re- 
bound, or relapse of the outward tidal 
wave. 
This rebound was caught by the 
broad shoals for over a hundred miles 
along the Atlantic. 
In this r ^ o n there 
is shoal land half a mile in width. 
This 
would break a tremenduous tidal wave, 
but hardly as heavy as the one which 
went to sea when the heaviest shock 
came on Tuesday night. 
Tidal waves 
are likely to come at any time, in 
this 
region, from the settling of the earth, 
and there is danger of submersion. 
In 
New Jersey whole forests have been sunk 
beneatii the waters along the coast, and 
small trees are yet growing beneath it at 
this time." 


Prof. McGee, as well as local scient- 
ists, discredited all statements about at- 
mospheric pressm-e of any character and 
also reports of boiling water or sulphuric 
discoveries at points where fissures ap- 
pear in the earth. 
It was reported this 
afternoon that at one place in the city 
hot water had gushed from the ground, 
scalding people who were compelled to 
rush through it. 


There is but one theory advanced by 
scientists as to the cause of the phe- 
nomenon, and that is, some kind of set- 
tling in the earth. 
There were no up- 
heavels. 
At all places where surface in- 
dications of trouble are visible the earth 
is sunken. For several miles immediate- 
ly outside of this city tbe railroad tracks 
were thrown out of level, and section 
hands have been at work putting in new 
railroad ties, raising old ones and rebal- 
lasting the roads. 
In a number of in- 
stances culverts and bridges were thrown 
out of plumb and had to be repaired.

His Text Was, "It Is He that 
Sittetli 
Upon the Circle of the Earth." 


Bev. Dr. T. De Witt Talmage's text last 
Sunday vras: 


"It iB He that Bitteth upon the circle of the 
earth."—Isaiah, xi. 22. 


Following is tise oermon: 
While 3'et people thought that the world 
was flat, and thousands of years before 
they found out that it xvas round, Isaiah in 
my text intimated the Bhape of it—God 
sitting upon the circle of the earth. 
The 
most beautiful figure in all geometry is the 
circle. 
God made the universe in the 
shape of 
a circle. 
There are in the 
natural world straight lines, angles, paral- 
lelograms, 
diagonals, 
guadrangles; 
but 
these evidently are not God's favorites. 
Almost everywhere where you find Him 
geoiaetiizing' you iind the circle dominant, 
and if not the'circle then the curve, which 
is a circle that died 5'oung. If it had 
lived long enou^rh it would have been a full 
orb, a peripherj'. 
An eclipse is a circle 
pressed only a little too hard at the sides. 
Giant's Causeway in Ii-eland shows what 
God thinks of mathematics. 
There are 
over thirty-five thousand columns of rocks— 
octagonal, hexagonal, pentagonal. 
These 
rocks seem to have been made by rule and 
by compass. Every artist has his molding- 
room where he may make fifty shapes, but 
he ehooses one shape as preferable to all 
others. 
I will not say that the Giant's 
CJauseway was the world's molding-room, 
but I do say out of a great many 
figures 
God seems to have selected the circle as 
the best. 
"It is He that sitteth on the 
circle of the earth." 
The stars in a circle, 
the universe in a circle, and the throne of 
God the center of that circle. 


When men build churches they ought to 
imitate the idea of the great Architect, and 
S 
ut the audience in a circle, knowing that 


ae tides of emotion roll more easily that 
way than in straight lines. 
Six thousand 
years ago God flung this world out of His 
right hand; but He did not throw it out in 
ft straight line, l>ut curvilinear, with a leash 
of love holding it BO NS to bring it back 
again. 
The world started from His hand, 
pure and edenic. 
It has been rollinxr on 
through regions of moni ice and distem- 
per. 
How long it will roll, Goa only 
Knows; but it will in due time make com- 
plete circuit and come back to the place 
where it started—the hand of God, pure 
and edenic. 


The history of the world goes in a circle. 
Why is it that the shipping in our day is 
improving so raiádlyy 
It is because men 
are imitating the old model of Noah's ark. 
A ship-car))enter gives that as his opinion. 
Although so much derided by small wits, 
that ship of Noah s time beat the Etruria 
and the Geriuauic, of which we boast so 
much. 
Where is the ship on the sea to- 
day that could outride a deluge in which 
the heaven and the earth were wrecked,land- 
ing all the passengers in safety, two of 
each kind of liviug creatures, thousands of 
species. 
Poruoloev" will go on with its 
achievements until after many centuries the 
world will have plums and pears equal to 
the paradisaical. 
The art of gardening 
will grow for centuries, and after the Down- 
ingfi and Mitchells of the world have done 
their best, in the far future the art of gar- 
dening will come up to the arboresrence of 
the year 1. If the makers of colored glass 
go on im}:)roving, they may in some cen- 
turies be able to make something equal to 
the east window of York Minster, 
which 
was built in r2!)0. 
We are six centuries be- 
hind those artists, but the world must keep 
on toiling U L i t i l it shall make the com})lete 
circuit and come up to the skill of those 
very men. 
If the world continues to im- 
prove in masonry wo shall have after a 
while, perhaps after the advance of cen- 
turies, mortur equal to that which I saw in 
the wall of an exhumed English city, built 
in the time of the Romans, sixteen hundred 
years ago—tliat mortar to-day as good as 
the day in which it was made, having out- 
lasted the Itrick and stone. 
1 say, after 
hundreds of years masonry may advance 
to that point. 
If the world stands long 
enough, we may have a city as large as 
they had in oldeu times. 
Babylon, five 
times the size of London. 
You go into the 
potteries of England and you find them 
making cups and vases after the style of 
cups and vases eshnmed from Pompeii. 
The world is not going back. 
Oh. no! but 
it is swinging in a circle, and will come 
back to the styles of pottery known so Ion« 
ago as the days of Pompeii. 
The world 
must keep on progressing until it makes 
the complete circuit. 
The curve is in the 
Sight direction. 
I he curve will keep on 
until it becomes a circle. 


Well, now, my friends, what is true in 
the material universe is true in" (iod's 
moral government and spiiitnal arranee- 
aaent. 
That is the meaning of 
Ezekiel's 
wheel. 
All commentators agree in saying 
that the wheel means God s providence. 
But a wheel is of no use unless it turn, 
and if it turn it turns around, and if it 
turns around it moves in a circle. 
What 
then? 
Are A?e parís of a great iron ma- 
chine whirled around whether we will or 
not, the victiroB of inexorable fate? 
No! 
So far from that I shall show you that v,e 
©urselves start (he circle of good or bad ac- 
tions, and that it will surely come around 
again to us unless by divine intervention 
it be hindered. 
Those bad or good actions 
may make the cii-euit of manj- years; but 
come back to iis they will as certainly as 
that God sits on the circle of the earth. 
Jezebel, the worst woman of the Uible, 
slew Naboth because she wanted his vine- 
yard. AVhile th" dogs wore eatmg the body 
of Naboth, Elisha, the prophet, put down 
his compass and marked a circle from those 
dogs clear around to the dogs that should 
eat the body of Jezebel ihe murderess. 
"Impossible!" the people said. 
"That will 
never happen." 
Who is that being flung 
out of the palace •window? Jezebel. A few 
hours after they came around, hoping to 
bury her. 
'J hey found only the palms of 
her hands and the skull. 
The dogs that 
devoured Jezebel and the dogs that de- 
voured Naboth! Oh, what a swift, what an 
awful cnrcuit! 


But it is sometimes»the case that this 
circle 8v.-eei>s through a century, or through 
many centuries. 
I he world started with a 
theocracy for government; that is, God was 
the president and emj>eror of the world. 
People got tired of a theocracy. Thej' said: 
"We don't want God directly interfering 
with the aftairs of the world; give us a 
monarchy," 
I h e world had a monarchy. 
From a monarchy it is going to have a 
limited monarchy. After awhile the limited 
monarchy will be given up, and the re- 
publican form of 
government will be 
everywhere 
dominant 
and 
recognized. 
Then the world will get tired of the re- 
publican form of government, and it will 
have an anarchy, which is no government 
at ail. 
And then, all nations finding out 
that man is not capable of ritfliteously 
governing man. will cry out again for a 
theocracy, and say: 
"Let (4od come back 
and conduct the afiFairs of the world." 
Every step—monarchy, limited monait-hy. 
republicanism, 
anarchy — only 
ditferent 
steps between the first theocracy and the 
last theocracy, or segments of the great 
circle of the earth on which God sits. 


But do not become impatient because 
yon cannot see the curve of events, and 
therefore conclude that God's government 
ÍB going to break down. 
History tells us 
that in the making of the pyramids it took 
2,000 men two years to drag one great stone 
from the qnarry and put it into the pyramids. 
Well, now, if men short-lived can aiford to 
work so slowly as that, cannot God in the 
liQtlding of the eternities afford to wait? 
What though God shonld tak« 10,000 years 
to draw a circle? 
onr 'little 


Bnt it is often the case that the rebound 
is quicker and the circle^ is sooner com- 
pleted. 
Yon resolve that yon will do what 
good yon can. In one week yon pnt a word 
of counsel in the heart of a Sabbath-school 
child. 
During that same week you gave a 
letter of introduction to a young man 
struggling in business. 
During the same 
week yon made an exhortation in a prayer- 
meeting. 
It is all gone; you will never 
hear it, perhaps, you think. 
A few years 
after a man comes np to you and says: 
"You don't know me, do you?" You say: 
"No, I don't remember ever to have seen 
you." "Why," he says. "I was in the Sab- 
bath-school class over which you were the 
teacher. 
One Sunday you invited me to 
Christ. 
I accepted the offer. Y'ou see that 
church with two towers yonder?" "Y'fes," 
you say. 
He 
Bays: "That is where I 


E 
reach." Or: "Do yon see the Governor's 
ouse? That is where I live." One day a 
man comes to you and says: "Good morn- 
ing." Y'ou look at him and sar: 
"Why, 
you have the advantage of me; I cannot 
place you." He says: "Don't you remem- 
ber, thirty years ago, giving a letter of in- 
troduction to a young man—a letter of in- 
troduction 
to ' a prominent merchant?" 
"Y'es, yes, I do." He says: 
"I am the 
man. 
That was my first step toward for- 
tune; but I have retired from business now, 
and am giving my time to philanthropies 
and public interests. 
Come trp to my 
countrj'-place and see me." Or a roan 
comes to you and says: "I want to intro- 
duce myself to you. 
"I went into a prayer- 
meeting some years ago. I sat back by the 
door. 
You arose to make an exhortation. 
That talk chtinged the course of my life, 
and if I ever get to heaven, under God I 
ivill owe my salvation to you," In only 
ten, twenty, or thirty years the circle swept lates 
an 
out and swept back again to your own military career of 
Geu^ 
Boulanger, 


John says nbont the dty of Hearen. 
He 
«ays it *'Iieth four square." That doe« 
seem to militate against this idea, bnt yon 
know there is many a sqnare honse that has 
a family circle facing each other and in a 
circle moving, and I can prove that this is 
so in regard to heaven. 
St. John says: "I 
heard the voice of many angels round about 
the throne, and the beasts and the elders." 
And again he says: "There was a rainbow 
round about the throne." The two former 
instances, a circles, the last, either a circle 
or a semi circle. 
The seats facing each 
other, the angels facing; each other, the 
men facing each other. 
Heaven an am- 
phitheater of 
glory. 
Circumference of 
patriarch and prophet and apostle. 
Cir- 
cumference of Scotch covenanters 
and 
Theban legion, and Albigenses. 
Circum- 
ference of the good of all ages. Periphery 
of splendor unimaginable and indescrib- 
able. 
A circle I A circle! But every cir- 
cumference must have a center, and what 
is the center of this heavenly circumfer- 
ence? 
Christ. 
His all the glory. His all 
the praise, His all the crowns. 
All heaven 
wreathed into a garland round him. 
Take 
off the imperial sandal from His foot and 
behold the scar of the spike. 
Lift the 
coronet of dominion from His brow and 
see where was the laceration of the briers. 
Come closer, all heaven. 
Narrow the 
circle around his great heart. 
O Christ, 
the savior I O Christ, the man! 
O Christ, 
the God! Keep thy throne forever, seated 
on the circle of the earth, seated on the 
circle of the heaven! 


On Christ, the solid rock, I stand; 
All other ground is shiftlesB sand.

The gent le- 
mán, ontraíred at this Imitai conduct, was 
about to punish the offender when the old 
man arose and said: 
"Don't hurt him; it's

head. " It is a circle. 
My father lived into 
the eighties, and ho bad a very wide ex-

Shells, 


Bi ug Battles. Biarsting Bombs. Buzsiuç 
Bullets, and Bright 
Bayonets. 


How They Passed the I«ines. 


While the Fifth Illinois Cavalry was sta- 
tioned at Helena, Ark., many amusing in- 
cidents came within my observation. 
As 
military' operations were not veiy active in 
the vicinity of our camp, time hung very 
hea^ily with us, and with the younger 
oflBcers of our command in pariicular. 
Chafing like caged lions, tbey resorted to 
various expedients by which to kill time 
and "distine^uish" themselves. 
An occa- 
sional scout or the firing upon our pickets 
by bushwhackers only temporarily varied 
the monotony; 
as 
such 
"unimportant 
events" were seemingly soon forgotten. 
We had no cry of "On to Richmond" in the 
West. 
All was "quiet" on onr part of the 
Mississippi. 
But our embryo brigadier 
and major generals could not be idle. 
They must do something, if not to cover 
themselves with glory, to at least enhance 
their enjoyment. 
Consequently, with the 
shoulder-strapped gentry a ride into the 
country was just the tiling, and they ap- 
peared to have a monopoly of this privi- 
lege, as diu-ing our stay at this post the 
orders were that none except commissioned 
officers be allowed to pass the outposts, 
without a pass during daytime or the coun- 
tersign at night—the requisite pass being 
seldom or never granted to enlisted men— 
the countersign never, to my knowleage, 
was given to such with the privilege of 
going beyond our lines. 


As active military duty was in little de- 
mand with U3 during the summer of 18(52, 
strict discipline as to the dress of offi- 
oors "waned" as the heated term "waxed."

It was a query with all to whom the priv- 
ilege was denied, as to what the attraction, 
beyond the lines, really was; and why our 
"young bloods" were so artictic in regard 
to their "get-up" when going on these ex- 
cursions. 
Humor said they went a-court- 
ing the Southern beauties found in those 
rural districts. 
Eut / considered this a 
calumny, as loyal ladies were a scarce 
commodity in the land of Dixie, and "beau- 
ties" were equally rare among the tobiu cn- 
chewing, 
smoking, 
and 
snuft'-dipping 
daughters of that region, 
liesides, ho^v 
could an officer in the Union army pay 
court to a bitter enemy of the Government 
he was serving. 
It was doubtless the love 
of adventure and of t h e c v u n t r i j 
air 
that prompted our young her^tes to thus 
expose themselves to unseen dangers.

Then the 
"cavaliy" 
charged 
with

In looking over my old dairy for LSt'.2 an 
amusing incident wus brought to my mind, 
viz: the feeling of a raw recruit believing 
himself wounded. 
On Saturday* morning, 
July 12, IBG'i.^at Lurav, Page County, Va., 
we were on picket. 
We, the Sixth Kegi- 
ment of Ohio Volunteer Cavalry', had then 
been in the field since the '22d of May, 
18()2, and as we had been very busily oc- 
cupied in campaigning we had not been 
instructed in our duties as we stiould have 
been. 


Our outside post was surprised by four 
companies of men under the command of 
Major Harry Gilinore, while they were 
rooking their breakfasts and grooming their 
horses—a thing, by the way, that was never 
again done by our boys when on outside 
duty—and the whole post of six men were 
captured. 
My own post was in the town 
of Luray, and on a bridge near the tan- 
nery. 
I heard the nimpus, firing, etc., in 
the advance, and soon two or three loose 
horses came in on the run. 
They were 
quickly followed by the enemy, who di-ew 
up in line across the street, some one hun- 
dred yards in front of where I was silting 
on my horse, and deliberatelj' tired at me. 
I returned tlie tire, two shots from niy re- 
volver, and, not being harmed in the least, 
put spurs to my horse and got back to the 
relief. 
Lieut. Wood, of Com) any C, who 
was the cificer of the guard, ordered us into 
line, and forward to meet the foe. When we 
had got as far as the bridge where 1 had 
stood, the enemy being still w here they had 
tired on me, he looked back to see his com- 
mand, and found that the most of the men 
had forgotten to follow him. Leaving us— 
the ei'.'ht men who had followed him there— 
on the bridge, he rodo nsick to rally the rest 
of the guards. 
Whi4o he was gone, Adel- 
bert McEwiug, of the same company as 
myself, had turned his horse's tail toward 
the enemyj and was seated by my side. 
We were talking, when suddenly the men 
up in the street, wishing to see us run, I 
suppose, began firing at us. 
McEwiug 
sang out: "My God! they have shot off my 
foot!" I had heard the ball spnt, and look- 
ing down at his foot, saw that it had struck 
the heel of his shoe just below the insole, 
and had torn the whole outer sole off, ex- 
cept that it hung at the toe. 
The ball had 
lodged near the ball of the great toe.

In June, 1803, a part of Company G, 
Fiftieth NtiW York Engin;iers, were sta- 
tioned near Fairmount, West Virginia, on 
the Monongahf'la lliver, v\ith a pontoon 
bridge, the bridge of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad having been destroyed by 
Confederate troops while on a raid.

We looked in and saw two cavalry 
horses, saddled and bridled, and thought 
something was wrong, for no one who knew 
the family would put horses belonging to 
the Union army in the barn and leave them 
there, for there would be danger to the 
horses. After a little time two men dressed 
in our uniform came to the barn, and rs 
they came in sight of us, as we stood in 
the barn door, they each pulled a navy re- 
volver from their boot-legs and stuck them 
in their btdts, then came on after their 
horses. 
We inquired where they were 
from, and what their business was. 
They 
said they belonged to a Union cavalry 
regiment, up in the mountains, and were 
thi-re to see some old acquaintances. 
We 
did not believe them, and soon after found 
they were rebel spies. 


They mounted their horses, and as they 
started off at a rapid gait they looked back, 
and one of them waved his hand and said, 
"(iood-by, Yanks," and soon they were out 
of sight.'

seven-up with each otl;er. 
When the bul- 
lets began to knock the splinters all around 
them they forgot their 
cards, 
blanket, 
and 
eveiything 
else, 
and 
made 
a 
bold dash for the stairway, down which 
they went in a huny. 
When they reached 
the bottom of the stairway and found that 
some of our men were killed and some 
wounded they went for the lower deck and 
through the hole into the hull of the boat. 
When we reached Milliken's Bend they 
emerged from their place of safety, and, 
approaching the Colonel, asked him if he 
had witnessed the gallant charge they made 
at Chickasaw Bayou. 
He said he did not, 
and asked them where it was. 
Ike replied: 
"Colonel. John and I charged from the 
pilot-house into the hull, and never lost a 
man." 
Ike and John proved to be good, 
faithful soldiers, and are now steady men. 
They often laugh about their gallant charge.

When the war began I was impor- 
tuned again and again to volunteer, but, 
being at heart loyal, I refused. 
During the 
summer of I8G11 kept myself and vessel hid 
much of the time in the small inlets skirting 
this region. My wife died during the suu»- 
mer, and I then believed they would' leave 
me to take care of my children. Fall came 
and I visited Jamestown, hoping, 
ihe 
llriit fervor of volonteering having pamed, 
to f a l l o w e d a pénoilt «ad poM 
tofoUgw. 


My pdMMMMT mas <hen ooofiKatod, wttk 
$150 in sold, and layself placed nnder ar* 
rest and imprisoned in 
WiUiunBho^. 
There I was confined forty-two days with- 
out a hearing, in a.cell next to two negroes. 


"When we had obtained the bearings of 
onr prison (myself and the negroes) we de> 
cided to dig under the wall and eecape. 
I 
w.olked twelve miles that night to Beckey 
Simpson's, a Union woman, and an old ac« 
qnaintance. 
A reward of $500 was now 
offered for my capture, so I concluded to 
bid good-by to the 'Johnny side,' and 
when I saw one Slader coming to the front 
door I made my escape by the back, and, 
capturing that skiff, have rowed over forty 
miles to this camp."

make the Niger i)racti(^ally an Engli.sh 
river. 
The capital of the new conqmny 
is authorized at £1,000,000 to begin 
with, and the possibilities of its exten- 
sion are unlimited. 
The concern is a 
limited liability joint stock aftair, with 
its ]»rincipal offices atLudgate Hill, ami 
the stockholders are empowere d by the 
charter to hold and retain all "rights, 
interests, authorities, and jiowers for 
jnirposes of government, protection oj 
l>ublic order, protection of the said ter- 
ritories, or otherwise of what nature oi 
kind soever already acquired or yet to 
be acquired in the basin of the Rivei 
Niger." 
There is the prospect of a verj 
large experiment 
in 
governmental 
science in Africa in this concession, 
provided the natives prove open to En- 
glish arguments for the disjDosal oi 
their property in the valley of the Ni- 
ger, and the history of the i)ast shows

"The number of women engaged in other 
than household occupations in the United 
States is probably much larger than is gen-> 
erally suppoaed, and with its 
ever-growing 
proportions, both from natural increase of 
population and the continued crowding of tha 
great army still seeking employment into new 
channels, not before appropriuted by women, 
may well create a desire to be better informed 
in regard to their numbers and the conditions 
under which they perform their daily tasks. 
The National Bureau of Education and Labor 
have recognized tliis, and are preparing to 
make an exhaustive investigation of this sub- 
ject durmg the ensuing year. 
A careful esti- 
mate places the total number of women tliua 
employed on July 1, l^Sii, at 3,0(Xt,l'00, and 
of these iK)0,000 are 
agricultural 
laborers, 
mainly in the cotton iiekls of the South; 
640,000 are employed in niauufaetories of va- 
rious kinds; while .5:30,01)1' in the laundries of 
our country insist that the '(.'hiauoo must go' ; 
280,00a are millmur.-^, and "iO V'HJ > liud en)pl()y- 
ment as drcssi-iakers; 00,' 00 earn their bread 
in the tailor-shop«, and (iVKV^-l i are salenwo- 
men, teachers, telegraph (iperat-^rs, typbwri!- 
ista, bookkeepero, type-etters, a-.d nurses, lui'.l 
many other occu'Nations find .smaii numbers a 
livelihood 
Th^re are in round uumbers 2,o(Kj 
female physicians in the United States. 
Th o 
conditions under which these ;3,000,0UO perform 
their labor are exceechngly varied, for whilo 
many employers pay due regard to their liea;th 
and comfort many others give hoed to nothing 
but the priifit to be made, and, although some 
c asses of female labor are honorable excep- 
tions, tlie majority are shamefully treated and 
miserably paid, and it is to be hopt^d that a 
thorough ventilation of tlie subject by the bu 
reau will result in benefiting the working, 
w .men of our land, for surely tlie opportunity 
is there."

EXPOSITION BUILDING. 


There is an upj^er pavilion iiOO feet from 
the ground, and above that the spire and elec- 
tric mast, supporting a ring of lights 2<X) feet 
above the level of the street. 
The building is 
lighted by a great light well, (lOxloO feet, ex- 
tending from the basement floor to an orna- 
mental skylight in the root. 
Surrounding 
this light TV-ell are the main stairways, the 
band and speakei-s' stands, etc., and each floor 
is slightly inclined and provided with seats, 
accommotlations for about 30,000 persons. By 
this arrangement an excellent opportunity is 
oflPered for seeing and hearing without the 
necessity of removing the visitors from the 
main building to the separate nmsic hall to 
the detriment of the interests of the exhib- 
itors. 


The building is provided with a number of 
fire-proof vaults, freight and passenger eleva- 
tors, wash rooms, reading rooms, I'etiring 
rooms, observation galleries, etc., which will 
nmke it more convenient than any otlier ex- 
position building ever constructed. 


The Exposition association has a cash capital 
of $:300,000, besides land valued at ?;;200,000. 
Its stock is owned by nearly 2,.500 enterprising 
citizens of the city, which shows the general 
interest taken in this great affair. 


It Is not by any means a mere exhibition of 
the protlucts of the northwest, great as that 
region is. Among its displays are articles 
from all parts of the Union. 
Its visitors will 
embrace as wide a range. 
Numbers of the 
Hxhibits shown at New Orleans were taken to 
Minneapolis intixet. 
The Mexican band that 
gave foi'th such sweet sounds at New Orleans 
is the official music maker at Minneapolis. 
This band is probably better known in the 
United States than in Mexico itself. 
For a 
summer previous to going to New Orleans it 
played at Coney Island, New York. 


The handsome exposition building is situ- 
ated on a high bank of the Mississippi, over- 
looking the Falls of St. Anthony.

George Alfred Townsenil writes as 
follows, of a. recent visit to Clara Mor- 
ris : "Persons not acquainted with Miss 
Morris might suppose, from her liiglilv 
emotional acting, that she was hardly 
of a domestic turn, but she loves 
her 
home and stays in it more than almost 
any woman of tlie 
drama. 
I 
likened 
her mode of life s(nne\vhat to Patti's, 
who has a castle in Wales, and cornea 
down to London to sin^, often hy the 
express train, and ^(X's bad; between 
her nights. 
Mr. Harriot, lier Imsbajj«!, 
bought a place of ainml tliree acres and 
a half, in the midst 
of 
line 
country 
estates, and only a few rc;ds back of the 
Hudson River. 
He rents besides about 
eighteen acres of ground fi>r $50 a year, 
where he makes crops, 
and 
has 
hay 
and pasture. 
They keep iive servants 
on the groun<ls, raise fruit, berries, and 
fancy things; have live or six veliii-les 
in the stables and keei) both saddle and 
carriage horses. 
Slie is a fine rider, 
and often goes over tlial higli, infatu- 
ating country. 
'I'lie lionse is 
embow- 
ered in hedge, stone 
and siirub- 
liery, and is a frame liouse lined with 
brick, quite coicij-act and rest-giWng. 
In front is a narrow, Itigli porch, 
with 
easy seats for lounging: 
on 
the

toward the city is a porte 
vochcrc, 
and 
on the northern side is a glass veranda. 


Entering Clai-a ^Morris" house, 
you 
notice that there are line dogs around, 
both for watchi .g niul for ))ets. 
l>y the

dog a day or two before.

that 
art of the country tlicy seem to keep 
BO many dogs that tlu y ar<- entering the 
demesnes of tlie neighbors, and some- 
times come in to bite. 
There is a broad 
hall in the house, and on the riglit is a 
conversation room filleil with souvenirs 
of the 
stage, sketcli 
books, 
albums, 
presents 
from contemporaries, 
and I 
observed a pair of vases about as higli 
as a grown man. 
In tlio rear of this 
room is the dining-room, retired fi'oni 
access and very cosy 
and 
agreeable.

front is Mr. 
Harriot's literary and 
corresi)ondence 
room.

Mr. Harriot says that there

There is hardly any actress of our 
day with the literary qualification of 
Clara IMorrLs. 
This is the more re- 
markable because her 
liealtli is very 
precarious.

she has remarkably seeing eyes, which 
not only carry mental force, l)ut a cer- 
tain kind of inspiration.

cellent critic, and is quite capable of 
taking a play to pieces and trans})osing

She d('.>ires to play some lunv 
parts, but the dt^mand is greater for her

pearance in a sporadic fashion 
among

business it was to 
amuse theatrical gatherings with songs 
betAveen the numerous })lays and farces 
that

evening's 
annisement in the carl}- 
da^'s of 
the 
American stage. He indicated the favor 
with which the new idea met and how 
it grew into tangible shape and resulted 
in the 
organization of troupes with a 
distinet and excellent style of perform- 
ance. 
liut 
the writer neglects to ac- 
count for the decline of 
old-fashioned 
minstrel.sy and its comjdete loss of 
idarity. 
Speaking on this subject not 
long 
ago, and old-time minstrel man- 
ager and performer struck the keynote 
when he said : 
"Negro minstrelsy, pure 
and 
simple, 
received 
its 
death-blow 
when Lincoln signed the act of emanci- 
I)ation." 
It is true that just after the 


w ar its prosperity began to wane and die, 
and 
the signiñcanee of this fact, when 
coupled with the words W(! have quoted, 
must 
forcibly 
strike 
the 
observer. 
When the negro emerged from 
slavery 
he lost the surroundings and many 
of 
tlie 
peculiarities 
that made him a lit 
subject for stage treatment. 
With free- 
dom de])arted the sad interest of bond- 
age. 
His 
songs 
lost their sentiment, 
his humor its childlike innocence, 
and 
his white )>rot}ier finding it incumbent 
to take the dusky freeman to his breast 
as a man and a brotlu^r, lost the jiower 
of 
viewing him >:i a senii-})oetic, semi- 
quizzical light. 
Never 
again 
in 
this 
day 
or 
generation will there be a re- 
turn to old-fashioned minstrelsy. 
Bur- 
lesquers, 
vocalists, 
clog-dancers 
and 
other variety performers in burnt-cork 
may, ojierating under tliat title, flourish 
like the green bay tree, but the genuine 
essence of plantation life is as important 
so far as the stage is concerned as it is 
in reality.—Mirror.

terrible roar, 
and the 
worst reef 
of 
Hell 
Gate 
was torn 
into 
a 
million 
pieces. 


Tlie mine that was blown up by this 
aAvful explosion extended beneath nine 
acres of the river's bottom.

Hiétorian. 


Some time dnring the dark reign of 
Nero, probably 51-54 A,D,, Cains Cor- 
nelius Tacitus was born in a little vil- 
lage of Umbria. 
He was fortiinate in 
having virtuous and loving parents— 
too rarely found in those days—who 
protected 
him 
from the 
dangers in 
which the 
degenerate 
society of the 
time 
abounded. 
Never 
was the 
in- 
fluence of a pure home needed more 
than in the days of Nero. 


It is probable that Tacitus was edu- 
cated at Home, and 
that 
he 
studied 
under the 
eminent 
rhetorician 
Quin- 
tillian. 
The young mai^ showed great 
l^romise 
in 
the 
profession he 
had 
chosen—the law, and under the two 
Emperors. 
Vespasian 
and 
Titus, 
he 
was given rapid ])olitical j)retVn-ment. 
It was about this time that Tacitus be- 
came as.sociated with tlu* lawyer and 
soldier, Agricola. Asliose life he 
has 
given us in the biography known as the 
Agricola, 
Agriccda was a man of cul- 
ture, an 
able 
jurist, and, 
as events 
proved, a remarkable General. 
Meet- 
ing Tacitus ottea in the law courts he 
admired the young man. and, as a mark 
of esteem, gave him his daughter in 
marriage. 
are not told 
whether 


Tacitus had expressed any ])ret'erence 
for the young lady, or whether it Avas 
merely a bit of spontaneous generosity 
on the part of the futher. 
HoAvevt.-r, 
from Tueitus" letteis we may feel as- 
sured that the miwiiagr 
was a hai>py 
one. 


AVhiii 
Domitiiin 
came 
into 
]u)wer 
Tacitu> 
wisely 
abandoned 
political 
life 
Avhich the jealous aud suspicious 
eliaractrr (»f tlie Enipei'or made a dan- 
gerous c iireer, and confined himself to 
the ])raciice of 
his ])rofession. 
It is 
-said that he wrote a joke-book Avhich 
pleased the Emperor exceedingly. 
It 
seems 
hard 
to 
iuiagint! the dignified 
and 
rather 
melancholy 
lawyer 
the 
author of a sort of comic almanac. 


At the death of Agricola in 93 A. 1)., 
Tav'itus left liome for four years, re- 
turning while Neva Avas Emperor. 
Mr- 
ginius Kufus. a prominent citizen, iiad 
just died, aud Ticiius Avas honored Avith 
a commission to prepare the funeral 
oration. 
The other important 
public 
event of his life Avas tlie trial of a l*r<i- 
vijicial Gov(M Ui>r for dishonesty. 
The 
friends. 
Tacitus 
and 
tlie 
yoiuiger 
Pliny. Avere associated in the jiroseeu- 
tion which was successful. 
Tiie tAvo 
hnvyers were publicly thanked by the 
Senate for 
theif 
servires. 
After lliis 
trial Tacitus 
retired 
from public life 
iind gave lumself entirely to the literary 
work Avhich he had i>lanned. having al- 
ready ])ublished two books. 
The LitV 
of Agrici)la. and 
a Treatise 
on 
the 
^Manners and Morals of the Germans. 


The .Vgricijla liav. special interfsts fVir 
English readers, 
because 
the greater 
part of it is a description of how 
Agri- 
cola, as 
a conimaiidei'. extended 
the 
coiHiuest of Ihitiau. 
Agricola. as Ave 
know him from bis son-in-law's books. 
Avas a rejnai'kablc man. 
Living in a 
time Av hen 
to luiA e a conscience 
was 
ft)ily, and to obey it danger, Ave iind 
him upright. hon(\st, and pure, faithful 
to an Emperor Avho A M I S a stranger aud 
an eneniv to virtue, 
lu 
Tacitus" 
ad- 
miration for Agricola we find n key-n<.)te 
to the former's i-liaracter. 
I.ikt- 
.luve- 
nal, 
yet iu a different AVU-^ , Tacitus 
looked back longingly Inward tlu; old

Although we know little of 'J'aeitus 
as a man, we JuaA* conclude 
frojn 
his 
Avorks t h a t lie Avas aristoi-ratie, 
a u s t e r e , 
and sarcastic. iUi earnest and 
tie-nght- 
ful eitiz(m in tlie midst of trilHing and 
light-minded .seekers 
of 
wealth 
and 
])leasure. 
Tlie very elements of his 
character, Avhich Avould havt; made him 
happy iu the days 
of 
the 
rt^public, 
made him melancholy and seA'ere under 
the emjiire. 
He possessed in a large 
degree 
the characteristics of a good 
historian, 
accurairy 
and 
im])artiality, 
and 
tlumgh 
he 
despised 
the 
times 
Avhich lie felt compelled to chronicle, 
h(i has done much for the cause of his- 
tory'.

Dr. Berkenhont, wTiting about hy- 
drophobia in 1783, tells ns that he knew 
not of any human attempt which bears 
a better resemblance to the Knight of 
L a Mancha's. attack on a windmill than 
that of combatting 
vulgar 
errors, 
of 
reasoning against received opinions. 
If 
the Avorthy physician lived in the nine- 
teenth century, he would be astonished 
at the persistency of pojuilar prejudice, 
the .survival of old enstoms and 
super- 
stitions. 
We aio ])articularly indebted 
to Lipscomb—who })ul>lishexl 
in 1800 
his history of cannie madness—for .sfmie 
of our 
information. 
Most of the old 
remedies have obtained 
a repute, 
be- 
cause there was no proper 
distinction 
made betAveen persons Avho had been 
merely bitten by an enraged animal and 
those Avho Avere really sufiering 
from 
hydrophobia. 
Dioscorides recommends 
burnt riA-er crabs, the bitten 
parts to 
be extirpateil, .scarification, 
cripjding, 
and burning by fire, and salt meat to 
be a])})lied 
to the 
Avound, 
Hellbore 
A\as his favorite remedy: he also recom- 
mended 
madAvort. 
He 
mentions that 
Tliemison had the disease 
aud 
recov- 
eretl. 
Scribonius mentions an 
amulet 
used in Crete by Zopyrus- -a piece of 
hyena skin liound on the left arm of the 
person bitten. 
Wo are 
also indebted 
to him for tlie antidote of his jireceptor, 
ApuU'ius Celsus. 
It consisted of nard, 
salVron, 
myrrh, 
pepper, 
cinnamon, 
opium, and other drugs; it Avas to 
be 
taken for thirty days 
prevent the 
disease, which he observes "brings on 
death Avith great agony, and of 
Avhich 
no person Avas ever knoAvn to be cured."' 
Celsus, from whose writings there is a 
favorite quotation in every book on hy- 
drophobia. advi>ed cupping, 
the 
hot 
iron, emollients: 
Avhen the 
cautery 
coidd not l>e ¡iDplied, corrosive 
medi- 
cines wn-e t.)be used; he refers to the 
u^o of the warnt bath, but in his opin- 
ion Iho'e was (.)nly one remedy. 
The 
patient is to be suddenly thrown into a 
])on(l. and if be cannot 
sAvim he is to 
struggle in tlie Avater. and bo sufTered 
to siuk, 
being 
oc<-asionally 
raised so 
that he may be compelled to drink. 
If 
lie can sAvim he is to Ixi forced under 
water that he may be made to 
drink, 
and thert'by be freed h'om 
the 
thirst 
aud dread of Avater at tlie same time. 
He eonsid' rately adds that Aveak people 
are in danger of convulsions from this 
sadden submersion, and therefore di- 
r< etly after they slio\ild be put into a 
bath of Avarm oil. 
Pliny 
informs 
us 
that the bite of a mad-dog in his time 
w as considered incurabh-; he 
mentions 
a great variety <>f remedies:

The ornamentation 
of 
the 
glass is 
d'Uie partly iu connection Avith the ex- 
])osure in the furnace, aud parth- in tha 
tinishing sho}>s, Aviiere the Avork is com- 
pleted by cutting, polishing, tarnishing, 
etching, 
painting, 
and 
mounting 
in 
metal. 
The glass houses have at their 
eemniand a very complete color scale 
for transparent, «^»paque, and clouded 
glasses. 
But it must not bo supposed 
that a crucible is placed in the furnace 
f(_ir each color, from which glass col- 
ored for each ornament is to be made. 
The coloi s are Avorked out by means of 
Avhat are called pastes, Avhich are kept 
on 
hand in 
sticks 
or 
cakes. 
From 
jueces of these pastes previously warmed 
until s(;ft, suitable quantities are cut 
t)fl', laid upon the foundation of white or 
colored glass, and then spread out by 
drawing or bloAving. 
By this means 
only is an economical use of such 
materials as gold and silver composi- 
tions )>o.ssible. 
Some of 
the 
glasses 
thus treated- gold, silver, and copper 
glasses -remain still little, or not at all, 
colored after the molting, shaping and 
quick cooling; and do not take on their 
bright hues until they are reheated. 
This is tjlie case Avith the 
noAV yellow 
silver glass, Avhich continue uncolored 
after tlie intermelting of the silver salt 
until it is exposed in the furnace again. 
Very fine ettects aa'e produced by bend- 
ing or overrunning of the jiaste colors 
provided proper attention is given to 
the laAvs of harmony, 
A blue-glass cup 
is, for examjile. overlaid 
Avith silver 
glass 
at 
its upper 
edge, aud this is 
draAvn down in gradually thinner tones 
until it fades aAvay at 
the 
foot of the 
vase. 
Gold aud copjier ruby colors are 
tlius combined Avith green glasses, etc. 
Another brilliant 
effect is

Avhen a still hot bulb of glass is rolled 
in finely pulveriiced aventurine glass,

The term National trades union, in the 
meaning of the act, to signify any asso 
ciation of working people having two or 
more branches in that states or territo- 
ries of the United States for the purpose 
of aiding its members to become more 
skillful and efficient workers, the pro- 
motion of their general iutelligence, the 
elevation of their character, the regula- 
tion of their wages and their hours ami 
conditions of labor, the protection of 
their individual rights in the prosecu- 
tion of their trade or trades, the raising 
of funds for the benefit of sick, disabled 
or unemployed members, or the families 
of deceased members, or for such other 
object or objects for which working peo- 
ple may lawfully combine, having in 
view their mutual protection or benefit. 


TO PROTECT MECHANICS, LAUORERS AN1> 


SERVANTS IN THEIR WAGES. (F. R. 5310). 


By providing that for all personal ser- 
vices rendered by any person acting in 
the capacity of mechanic, laborer or ser- 
vant, in the District of Columbia and 
Territories of the United States, no 
property shall be exempt from seizure 
and sale under exection. 


CONVICT LABOR (H. RES. 142). 


Authorizing and directing the commis- 
sioner of labor to make a full investiga- 
tion as to the kind and amount of work 
performed in the penal institutions of 
the several states and territories of the 
United States and the District of Colum- 
bia, as to the methods under which con- 
victs are or may be employed, and as to 
all tbe facts pertaining to convict labor 
and the influence of the same upon the 
industries of the country. 


CONVICT LABOR (H. B. 1622). 


To prohibit any officer, agent or ser- 
vant of the government of the United 
States to hire or contract out the labor 
of prisoners incarcerated for violating 
the laws of the United States. 


CONVICT AND ALIEN LABOB (H. B. 5541). 


To prevent the employment of convict 
labor and alien labor upon public build 
ings and other public works, and convict 
labor in the preparation or manufacture 
of materials for public buildings and 
other public works, and to regulate the 
manner of lettmg contracts therefor. 


IMPOBTBD CONTBAOT LABOB (H. B. 9232). 


To amend an act to prohibit the im- 
portation and immigration of foreigners 
and aliens under contract or agreement 
to perform labor in the United States, 
approved February 26, 1885. The sec- 
retary of the treasury is charged with 
the duty of executing the provisions of 
the act, and may enter into contract with 
such state commission, board or officers 
as may be designated for that purpose 
by the governor of any state to to take 
charge of the local affairs of immigra- 
tion in the parts within said state or may 
designate any person in any state to ex- 
ecute the provisions of this act, and it is 
their duty to examine into the condition 
of passesngers arriving at the ports, to 
go on board of any ship or vessel; and 
if on examination there shall be found 
among the passengers any person in- 
oluded in the prohibition in the act, saidi 
peraoos shall not be permitted to land.

The migratory birds are leaving for a 
warmer latitude fully one month earlier 
than ever known before. 
Blackbirds 
formed themselves into flocks over two 
weeks ago, and departed for a warmer 
latitude. Robins that fed their young 
on the 3d of August on the 4th threw 
them out of their nests dead, and left. 
Wrens fed their young on the 3d of Aug- 
ust and sang their songs, and on the 4th 
of August made ready to migrate, and 
on the 5th not a bird was to be seen. It 
appears there is an instinct given to mi- 
gratory birds, that when cold weather 
approaches they know the proper period 
to leave their breeding places for a warm- 
er climate. In Spain, last summer, the 
swallows migrated at an unusual time 
from the pestilential districts, on account 
of the impurity of the atmosphere in the 
cholera locahties at that time.
